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The object in preparing the present work has beeni 
60 to arrange and classify the difficulties in Orthogra- 
phy, that they may be easily overcome by the pupiL 
These difficulties have their origin in the fact that th« 
sounds of most of the letters are variable and irregular^ 
and that different combinations of letters are often 
employed to represent the same sound. 

It must be admitted that the progress in any scieneo 
is facilitated just so far as its known principles are 
classified and brought under general heads. 

It is also evident that, in order to spell well, one 
must be able to pronounce correctly. In accordance 
with these acknowledged principles, a full description 
has been given of the various sounds of the letters, and 
especially of the vowels and diphthongs, and their, 
equivalents. 

But the most marked and distinguishing feature of 
the work is, the alphabetical arrangement of the diffe- 
rent terminations employed to represent the same sound, 

(iU) 
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and the Ksts of words in the body of the work torre- 
sponding to this alphabetical key. 

Words that present no difficulty, and which can be 
readily spelled without study, by those who can read 
fluently, have, after the introductory lessons, been 
purposely omitted, excepting such as have been intro- 
duced to be compared with other words similarly pro- 
nounced, but spelled differently. 

' Oral spelling, and spelling by writing from dicta- 
tion, should be daily practised. Each method has 
its peculiar advantages. In the one case, the pupil 
becomes accustomed to the correct pronunciation of 
the word by the ear; in the other, the eye is a power- 
ful auxiliary in impressing the form of the word on the 
memory. 

An exercise in spelling may be conducted in the 
following manner : — The class may be called out with 
their slates — or they may use them in their seats — and 
the Teacher may read the sentences or pronounce the 
words with great care and distinctness, for the pupils 
to write. The scholars may then exchange slates. 
The Teacher may take the slate of the scholar at the 
head of the class, or it may be passed to the one at 
the foot, and each of the others may pass his slate to 
the one next to him on his right. The Teacher then 
should spell each word correctly, and a mark should 
be made against the words misspelled by those holding 
the slates. Afterwards the slates should be returned, 
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and each scholar should correct his oim mistakes. 
Advanced pupils should keep a blank book, for. the 
purpose of writing all the words they do not spell cor- 
rectly. The most difficult words, or those most fre- 
quently misspelled, should be written on a black-boiard 
in view of the whole school. 

It is believed that there are but very few, if any 
difficulties in Orthography, not presented in this work. 
Its plan and peculiar characteristics can be best learned 
by a careful examination.

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Orthography. 

Obthogeaphy treats of sounds, letters, syllables, and 
words. 

The simplest sound of the English language is called an 
elementary sound. 

There are usually reckoned about forty elementary 
sounds. These sounds may be divided into vocals, sulh 
voccUs, and aspirates. 

The vocals consist of pure tone only ; as : a, e, i, o, u. 

The svbvocals consist of tone united with breath ; as * 
o, d, I, fn, n, r. 

The aspirates consist of pure breath only ; hBzp,i,k,f 

Vocals are diyided into long and short 

The long sound can be protracted at pleasure; as: 
may ay, bee— — ee. • 

The short sound is formed by a similar position of the 
organs, but with an explosive effort ; as : pen, pin. 
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Letters. 

The characters used to represent elementary sonnds are 
ealled Letters. 

The English Alphabet contains twenty-six letters. They 
are of two kinds, Capitals and small letters. The 
variotis kinds of letters are the English or Koman, the 

Italic, <©ia aSnflfltSil, and S^c^^. 

When several letters, or combination of letters, repre- 
sent the same sonnd, they are called equivalents ; as : maid, 
made. Thus a may be equivalent to ai, ay, ei, ao, ua, ea. 

When a letter has no sound, it is called silent. 

= placed between letters, or combinations of letters, 
signifies eqaivalerd in sound. Thus : ace = ase means 
that ace has the same sound as ase. 
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Classes of Letters. 

Letters may be divided into two classes — Vowels and 
Consonants. 

Those letters which represent vocals are called vowels. 
They are : a, e, i, o, u, and sometimes w and y. When

w and y precede a vowel in the same syllable, they are 
consonants. In all other situations they are vowels. 

The letters which represent snbvocals and aspirates are 
called consonants. The snbvocals are : h, d, g, I, m^ n, 
r, V, z. The aspirates are : /, h, k, c, q, p, t, s. Whea 
X is equivalent to gs, it is a snbvocal. When it is equiva- 
lent to ks, it is an aspirate. 

Combinations of letters. 

Two or more letters may be combined to represent a 
single elementary sound, and a combination of elementary 
sounds may be represented by a single letter. 

The union of two vowels in one syllable is called a dipJu' 
thong; as: ou, in sound. 

When both vowels are sounded, it is called a proper 
diphthong ; as : ou, in thou. 

When only one of the vowels is sounded, it is called an 
improper diphthong ; as : ea, in heat. 

When three vowels are united in one syllable, it is called 
tk triphthong ; as: eau, in beauty. 

When the three vowels are sounded, it is called a proper 
triphthong ; as : uoy, in buoy. 
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When one or two Towels are silent, it iscftUed an bnpro* 
^per triphthong ; as : ti?, in adiea. 

A letter, or a combination of letters, to be nttcred with 
a single impulse of the voice, is called a syllable; as: 
gar' den, 

A word of one syllable is called a monosyllahle ; as : 
man, tree, horse. 

A word of two syllables is called a dissyllable; as: 
Bchor ar, moon' tain. 

A word of three syllables is called a trisyllable; as: 
ben' e fit, ed' i fice. 

A word of more than three syUables is called Skpolysyl' 
Idble; as : nn faith' fol ness. 

The stress of voice placed npon a particular syllable to 
distinguish it from others, is called accent. 

Every word of more than one syllable has one of its 
syllables accented. 

A word that is not derived from some other word, is 
called a primitive word ; as : man, form, harm. 

A word that is derived from some other word, is called 
a derivative word ; as : man' ful, house' less. 

A word formed by uniting two or more entire words, is 
called a compouncl word ; as : school-house, book-seller.

ponyard). In some words It has the sound of i in pin, as 
in carriage. According to some orthoepists, the i is silent 
in such words as nmrriage, parliament, carriage, &c.

Oa has the sound of o in note as in coat; of at^;, as in 
broad, groat.

Ch has the sound of tch, as in church; the sound of k, 
as in chorus, and the sound of sh, as in ma^chine.

The comma (,) marks the shortest panse. The semu 
colon (;) marks a longer panse than a comma ; and the 
colon ( : ) marks a longer pause than a semicolon ; and the 
period ( . ) denotes a full stop, and that the s^ise is com- 
plete. The period is used also after -contractions and 
abbreviations. 

The interrogation point (?) denotes that a question is 
asked ; '* Where is he f" 

The exclamation point ( 1 ) is used when some sudden 
or deep emotion Or surprise is expressed ; as : "0 grare, 
where is thy victory 1 " 

A dash ( — ) is used to denote some sudden change in 
the sentiment. It is often used after other punctuation 
marks, to increase their force. It is also used when a 
word or expression is repeated abruptly. 

The apostrophe ( ' ) denotes the omission of one or m^ro 
letters; as : e'er, lov^d* It also, with the letter s, marks 
the possessive case. The possessive case plural is indicated 
without the 8, 

Fareniheses ( ) are used when some explanatory word 
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or clause is incidentally introduced; as: " If there's a power 
above ns (and that there is, all nature cries aloud through 
all her works)." 

Brackets [ 3 &re used when some word or phrase is in« 
■ertcd after a piece has been written, and usually by some 
person besides the author. 

Carets ( ^ ) are used to denote the omission of some 
word or letter in writing ; as : Intel'^igence* 

The hyphen (- ) is used to separate syllables and parts 
of compound words ; as : Dil-i^encef hx>use^%iorighJt, 

The accents are called the aciUe ('), the grave ( ^ ), and 
the circumflex ( ^ ). The acute is now used to mark the 
accented syllable ; as : Delight'. The other two are sel- 
dom used in English. 

A paragraph ( ^ ) denotes a subdivision in writingi 
which is now usually represented by beginning a sentence 
with a new line, having a short blank place at its commence- 
ment. 

Quotation "marks ( " ") are used to denote that the 
words between them are not the writer's own words. 

The index (f^T*) points out a passage for special 
attention. 

The section (§) denotes the division of a discourse or 
chapters into smaller portions. 

The asterisk ( * ), the dagger (f ), parallel (|f ), paro" 
graph, and sometimes ^^ures, are marks of reference to 
the foot of the page, or to some other part of the book. 

The ellipsis ( ♦ * ♦ ) denotes the omission of some let- 
ters or words. 

The diceresis ( •• ) placed over the latter of two vowels 
denotes that both vowels are sounded ; as : Codperaie. 
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The makron ( - ) is sometmies placed over a long Towdf 
to denote that the quantity is long. 

The breve ( w. ) placed over a short vowel, shows that 
it IS short. 

When an author wishes to call special attention to any 
words or passages, these are written in italics. 



Boman Notation. 

The Bomans counted to three by single marks, supposed 
to represent the fingers of the hand ; thus, I. stood for 
one ; 11. for two ; and III. for three. 

A smaller figure placed to the left of a larger one is to 
be subtracted from it; thus, lY., means L (one) sub- 
tracted from V. (five), that is four. 

Y. stands for five. It represents the five fingers of the 
hand, and was written originally thus, '^. Afterwards the 
middle fingers were left out, and it stood tiius : Y. 

A small figure placed at the right of a larger, is to he 
added to it; thus, YI., YIL, YIIL stand respectively 
for six, seven, eight; that is — ^five and one, five and two, 
five and three. 

IX. stands for nine ; that is — ^I. (one) from X. (ten). 

X. stands for ten. X represents two fives placed verli* 
eally. 

XL, XII., XIII., eleven, twelve, thirteen; that is— tea 
and one, ten and two, and ten and three. 

XI Y., fourteen ; that is — ^ten and (one from five) four.
